PATENT TERM ADJUSTMENT UNDER 37 C.F.R. § LZ05(dj

Patentee hereby requests the Commissioner under 37 C.F.R. § 1.705(d) for 
reconsideration and recalculation of the Patent Term Adjustment (PTA) for the above-identified 
Patent. The Commissioner is hereby authorized to charge all fees associated with this request to 
Deposit Account No. 06-1205. 

For at least the following, this Patent is believed to be entitled to a PTA of 150 

days. 



FACTS 

(1) The subject Patent issued from Application No. 09/839,139, filed 

April 23,2001. 

(2) The subject Patent is not subject to any terminal disclaimers. 

(3) The Patent Application Information Retrieval (PAIR) system of the 
U.S. Patent and Trademark Office (PTO) indicates Applicant-Delay periods of 123 days. The 
PAIR system also indicates a PTO-Delay period of 181 days.. The Applicant-Delay period of 
123 days is disputed, for the reasons provided below. 

(4) In the Office Action mailed December 17, 2003, it was stated that the 
drawings filed on April 23, 2001 (Application filing date) are accepted and in the following 
Office Action mailed July 2, 2003, there were no objections to the drawings. 

(5) In the Office Action mailed January 14, 2004, the drawings filed 
April 23, 2001 were objected to and correction was required to label Figure 12 as "PRIOR ART". 

(6) Patentee filed a Letter Transmitting Corrected Formal Drawings on 
April 14, 2004 within the time period allowed for response to the Office Action of January 14, 
2004. 

(7) The Determination of Patent Term Adjustment accompanying the 
Notice of Allowance indicated an adjustment of 68 days and the Issue Notification determination 
indicated an adjustment of 58 days. 



(8) The PAIR system indicates USPTO delay of 181 days, Applicant delay 
of 123 days, 92 days attributed to "Workflow - Drawings Finished" and 31 days attributed to 
"Response after Non-Final Action", and total Patent Adjustment Term of 58 days. 



ARGUMENT 

The objection to the drawings in the above-identified application was made 
after Patentee was notified that the Drawings were acceptable. In response to the drawing 
objection, a Letter Transmitting Corrected Formal Drawings with a corrected formal drawing was 
filed on April 14, 2004 within the time period allowed for response. Accordingly, it is not seen 
that Patentee was in any manner responsible for a delay in the preparation of formal drawings. 



RELIEF REQUESTED 
Wherefore, reconsideration of the Patent Term Adjustment is respectfully 
requested, in which the Applicant-Delay period of 123 days is changed to 3 1 (123-92=3 1), 
leaving a PTA of 150 days.
